DRY WEATHER 
GUTS COUNTY’S 
CROP OF PEAS 


The dry 
weather has reduced 
Adams county’s annual pea crop to 
from 30 to 00 per cent of a crop. 
None of the growers questioned 
Wednesday was optimistic about 
the crop, although several said they 
expect to "break even” on their pea 
production this year. Others said 
they "would be lucky if we car re­ 
cover the cost of preparing the fields 
and fertilizer, much less the cost of 
labor involved.” 
Quality varies almost from farm 
to farm, depending on amount of 
rain, when it fell, and the general 
location of farms. Those farmers 
with top quality peas termed them­ 
selves as "lucky.” 
Start Processing 
Processors varied in their esti­ 
mate of the pea crop, with Adams 
Apple’s Stanley Mann agreeing with 
the highest figure, about 60 per 
cent of a crop, as his estimate. The 
Aspers plant officials also said that 
so far the quality of sweet peas they 
have been receiving has been “ex­ 
cellent.” Adams Apple began pro­ 
cessing peas Monday, after a test 
run Saturday. The plant expects 
to be handling the peas for about 
the next IO days at full 24-hour

Plan 5th Amendment 
Whether action on all four amend­ 
ments would be completed today de­ 
pended on how many senators speak 
on them.

Chicago, June 15 /AV-Eddie Watt­ 
le us, 29, Philadelphia Phillies star 
first baseman, was shot and seriously 
I wounded early today in the hotel 
room of a 19-year-old girl. 
The girl, tall and dark-haired, was 
identified by police as Ruth Ann 
Stelnhagen of Chicago after she 
earlier had given a fictitious name 
and Boston address. Police Capt. 
John T. Warren said in a statement 
she admitted shooting the ball play­ 
er after he accepted her invitation 
to come to her room at the Edge­ 
water Beach hotel. 
In her statement to police, Miss 
Stelnhagen said she greeted Waitkus 
on arrival at her room on the 12th 
floor of the skyscraper hotel along 
Lake Michigan by saying,; “I have 
a surprise for you.” 
Then, police said she told them, 
she went rf a closet, got a .22 caliber 
rifle and shot Waitkus. He was shot 
under the heart and did not regain 
consciousness at the Illinois Masonic 
hospital, for more than two hours. 
Three stitches were, taken in the 
right side af his Chest to close the 
entry wound; But it was reported his 
condition was* too poor to permit 
probing for the'pellet. 
Taken to the hospital by police 
the girl did not answer when Wait­ 
kus asked her; “Why did you do it?” 
Police agt. Albert Bruns said she 
told him later: T m sorry I. shot 
him, but I don’t know why.” • 
T it Per Psychiatrist" 
Capt. Warren quoted her as telling 
him: ‘Tm a At case for a psychia­ 
trist” 
Waitkus. who 1s single, is playing 
his fourth year of major league 
baseball and his first with the Phil­ 
lies. The Phillies, adm cadie to Chi 
cage yesterday fdr ft series with the 
Chicago Cubs, are staying at the 
Edgewater Beach hotel. Waitkus, 
left-handed batter and fielder was 
on of the most popular Chib players 
during his three years with the team 
His home is In Melrose, Mass., a 
Boston suburb. 
Warren said Miss Stelnhagen told 
him that after she shot WaltkUs, 
she telephoned the hotel switch­ 
board operator. She told Edward 
Purdy, the hotel house detective, "I 
just shot a man. There’s a long story 
behind this, but I’m not going to 
k talk about it.” She was held in jail 
W without charge. 
Warren said the girl In her state­ 
ment related: “I tried to stab him 
first, but he was too fast. I wanted 
to kill myself, too.” 
The shooting, police said, occurred 
in room 1297 where the girl had 
registered yesterday. Waitkus was 
registered at another room in Ute 
hotel, where the Phillies are staying 
during their Chicago series. 
Unknown To Girt 
Warren said the girt told him she 
did not know Waitkus until he came 
to Chicago yesterday. 
Warren said the six-foot tall, 
dark-haired girl told him she had 
given a bell boy a note to deliver 
to Waitkus after the Phillies check­ 
ed Into the hotel Tuesday. Warren 
said a note, signed, “Ruth Ann 
Burns, Room 1297” was found in 
Waitkus' room, It read; 
"Mr. Waitkus, it is extremely im­ 
portant that I see you as soon as 
possible. We’re not acquainted, but 
I have something of importance to 
speak to you about. I think It would 
be to your advantage to let me ex­ 
plain it to you as I am leaving the 
hotel the day after tomorrow. I 
mould appreciate It greatly lf you 
could see me as soon as possible. I 
realise this is out of the ordinary 
but aa I say it is extremely im­ 
portant.” 
Police said in her statement the 
girl said Waitkus first telephoned 
her and she told him she wanted to 
see him in person.

DEATH TAKES 
CHARLIE MORAN 


Horse Cave, Ky„ June IS (AV- 
Death has called the last strike for 
Charles B. Moran, 70. former Nat­ 
ional league baseball umpire. 
Moran, who gained national fame 
both as a baseball umpire and as 
football coach at Centre college at 
Danville. Ky., died of a heart ail­ 
ment at his home here yesterday. 
He had been in ill health for some 
time and was bedfast the past three 


As coach of the “Praying Colonels” 
at Centre, Moran tutored such foot­ 
ball stars as Bo McMillin, Red Rob­ 
erts and Red Weaver.

He r&lred in 1939 as a National 
league umpire after spending 33 
years in that job and had devoted 
most of his time in recent years to 
opqration of his farm near here. 
He took great pride in the umpir­ 
ing profession and was noted for 
his famous expression: “It aint 
nothing until I call it.” 
Moran pitched for the St. Louis 
Cardinals in 1903 and later, when 
his arm went dead, he served as 
catcher for the team. 
His career as football coach at

, accident. He was serving as assistant 
coach at Carlisle, where he helped 
develop the great Jim Thorpe, when 
he visited Danville to see his son 
play for Centre. While there he 
helped prepare the Centre team for 
an important game and made i

Today’s Talk 


By GEORGE MATTHEW ADAMS 
ONE S BOOK A “CIRCULAR 
LETTER" 
Instead of dedicating his book. 
“Travels w ith a 
Donkey in 
the 
Cevennes.” with a single line or so, 
to his friend Sidney Colvin, Robert 
Louis Stevenson wrote a letter in its 
place, and in it he said: “Every book 
is. in an intim ate sense, a circular 
letter to the friend or him who 
writes it. They alone take his m ean­ 
ing; thev find private messages, as­ 
surances of love, and expressions of 
gratitude, dropped for them in every 
corner The public is but a generous 
patron who defrays the postage." 
I have just returned corrected 
proofs to the publisher, who is to 
publish some two hundred or so of 
these daily talks in a book, called 
“B etter T han Gold.” and as I read 
each one. this thought of Stevenson 
came to me in a striking m anner, 
for th a t’s w hat these talks are from 
day to day—just a “circular letter” to 
the one who reads them — a silent 
friend whom I shall never meet face 
to face, b u t nevertheless one whom 
I shall look upon as a friend. 
Many a book in my library, th a t 
has given to me untold joy through­ 
out the years, has th a t about it 
which m akes me feel th a t the writer 
is talking to me. It may be a book on 
history, or the story of a great ch ar­ 
acter. or a series of essays or one in 
which a great problem is discussed, 
or an enlivening discussion of some 
phase of nature. I t m atters not, 
there is always something th a t is 
w ritten th a t hangs upon a personal 
thread, and which you take to heart, 
as though th a t w riter sat with you 
and talked to you as your guest. 
I have just been reading the latest 
collection of poems by Robert Frost, 
America’s greatest and most beloved 
poet. Having but recently spent a 
long and delightful evening with 
him at a friend’s home, each poem 
now read seems more th an ever a 
“circular letter” to me In poetry 
form. I love these lines: 
"So all who hide too well away 
M ust speak and tell us where 
they are.” 
Nearly nineteen years ago Marvin 
bow enthal gathered together 
the 
autobiographical notes from Mon­ 
taigne’s essays and formed them in­ 
to a wonderful complete autobiog­ 
raphy of this great writer. Reading 
it is like sitting before the m an—and 
understanding him, and hum an n a­ 
ture as well. He said th a t if you 
wanted to know about him to go 
out and buy his book. His talk is 
himself.

National Holiday 
“In 1914, under President Wood­ 
row Wilson, the first real obser­ 
vance of Flag Day was held in 
W ashington. Wilson suggested th at 
it be m ade a national holiday, and 
in 1916 nam ed June 14 for the ob­ 
servance of Flag day. The Elks were 
the first and today are still the only 
great fraternal organization to ob­ 
serve Flag Day, and today in more 
than 1,000 cities and towns gather­ 
ings such as this are taking place.” 
Mr. Davis traced the develop­ 
m ent of the country from 1776, 
when there were only 13 colonies 
along the A tlantic seaboard and a 
total population of 4,000,000, through 
Lincoln’s tim e when the population 
was 35,000,000, to the present great­ 
ness of America, with a population

Pittaburgh, June 15 (AV-The coal 
industry m ay soon bargain with 
John L. Lewis on an industry wide 
basis.

If the northern coal operators 
have their way an industry coordi­ 
nator will sit down with Lewis and 
his United Mine W orkers union to 
thrash out contract problems. 
The scuttlebut Is th at Lewis favors 
the idea. 
Northern Operators disclosed yes­ 
terday th a t w hat they would like is 
a man to bring “order and dignity 
into labor relations.” 
The m an they w ant Is Harry M. 
Moses of Pittsburgh. He is president 
of H. C. Prick Coke company, the 
U. S. Steel corporation’s coal pro­ 
ducing subsidiary. 
George H. Love, head of P itts­ 
burgh Consolidation Coal company, 
said Moses had .been “approached” 
about the job. lf he accepts. Moses 
would sever all connections with 
H C. Prick and U. 8. Steel. Moses 
declined to com m ent. 
Meanwhile, Lewis is preparing to 
conduct wage talks for his 480,000 
miners w ith five separate segments 
of the vast coal industry. His UMW 
members, m eanwhile, are idle on the 
third day of the week-long “stabili­ 
zing period of inaction” he ordered.

Bethlehem Lutheran Church Founded 
At Bendersville More Than A Century, 
Ago, Has A Long And Illustrious History 


Standing majestically on a hilltop f 
lh Bendersville is the Bethlehem j 
Lutheran church keeping vigil over 
those faithful members who have 
completed their task. Dedicated to 
the glory of God. this church has 
been hallowed not only as a house 
of the Lord, but as a symbol of 
generations of Christians who have 
served to make It “grow In stature.” 
Many pastors have served 
the 
church, but none have shared in its 
growth and history with the zeal 
and devotion surpassing that of its 
present pastor, the Rev. Dr. O'. D. 
Coble. Last month Dr. Coble cele­ 
brated his 25th anniversary as pas­ 
tor 
of 
the 
Bethlehem 
Lutheran 
church. During these years he has 
shepherded this congregation on­ 
ward and upward and has become 
the friend and counselor of every­ 
one. 
Under his 
leadership great 
challenges in Christian service and 
church construction have been ac­ 
cepted and successfully met. 
Illustrious History 
This church has a history which 
Is long and illustrious. Extending 
over IOO years, It cannot be reviewed 
without a feeling of Joy and grail 
tude. 
is 
Sometime before 1835 a number 
of German families settled in what 
Is now upper Adams county. Some 
were Lutherans and some were Ger­ 
man Reformed. They were Without 
churches but not without their re­ 
ligion. Calling at school houses at 
several places they were served at 
irregular intervals by pastors from 
Petersburg, now called York Springs 
On April 2, 1838. a congregation 
was organized in Baldwin's school 
house, in what is now Wenksvllle, 
by Rev. Daniel Gotwald, pastor at 
York Springs. Later, on December 
27. 1840, members of this congrega­ 
tion withdrew and organised the 
Bethlehem congregation, under Rev. 
C. Wyle, pastor at York Springs. 
An election was held and officers i 
installed by Rev. Wely. They were: i 
Elders, Peter Rice and David Meals; 
deacons, John Weigle, Sr, and Jo n as' 
R outing. 
Existing at the same time was a 
Reformed 
congregation 
and 
ap­ 
parently the two congregations were ( 
Jointly administered. On February 
ll, 1844. officers were elected for the 
German Reformed and Lutheran 
congregations and installed by Rev. 
John O. Frltchey. Reformed pastor 
In the two congregations were: Ger­ 
man Reformed, Peter Rice, John 
Rice, Jr.. 8usan Rice, John Epple- 
man. Jane Eppleman, Henry Epple - 
man. Henry Crum, Jacob Eppleman, 
John

Daniel Hertzel, and Frederick Hert- 
se); Lutherans, Elizabeth Rice, Peter 
Rice, Daniel Plank, Leah Eppleman, j

Weigle and Mary Weigle. 
Manuscript O lm Plane 
About 1842 or 1843 Rev. Wyle was 
replaced at York Springs by Rev. 
John Ulrick who began to preach 
at Benders Ville, while Rev. John O 
Frltchey continued as pastor of the 
German Reformed congregation At 
this time agitation began for the 
building of a church for the two 
congregations. Definite plans took 
shape in late 1844 or early 1845. 
An undated manuscript records 
this plan: “Bethlehem Church at 
Bendersville, Pa. The members of 
the 
Lutheran 
and 
German 
Re­ 
formed congregations in and around 
Bendersville, finding it rather in­ 
convenient to their former place of 
worship upon several consultations 
to have a church erected in their 
midst it was (agreed upon to erect 
a house to the honor and glory of 
God in the village <ff Bendersville 
In which they and their families 
might worship the common Father.** 
Ground was given to both con­ 
gregations by Messrs. Charles My­ 
ers and Jonas Rouuong. The cor­ 
nerstone was laid In the presence 
of a large group on Whit-Monday, 
May 12th. 1845. The ministers pre­ 
sent on the occasion were Rev. John 
Uirick, Lutheran; Rev. J. G. Frlt­ 
chey and C. F. Hoffmier, Reformed 
Inclosed in the cornerstone was a 
manuscript with the following in­ 
scription: 
In

Amen. 
Cornerstone Laid 
On Whit-Monday the 12th day 
of May in the year of our Lord 1845, 
and the 70th of the independence of 
the United States, his excellency 
James K, Polk', Pres, of the same and 
his excellency Francis R. Shu nit be­ 
ing governor of the State of Penn 
Sylvania, was laid the cornerstone of 
a new church in Bendersville, Adams 
county, Pa. This church shall be 
known by the name of the Bethle­ 
hem church of Bendersville. It shall 
be the exclusive property of the 
Evangelical Lutheran and German 
Reformed congregations worshiping 
in it. Tile lot of ground upon which 
this church is to be built was given 
as a donation by Charles Myers and 
Jonas R outing. List of articles. The 
following 
brethren constitute Ute 
present church council: John Tazer, 
john Eppleman, Peter Rice, Henry 
Crum and Thomas Snodgrass, O.R.; 
John Crist, John Weigle and Danie 
Plank, Lutherans. The number of 
members of the said congregations 
are about 88." 
On October 19, 1845, the church 
was dedicated to the service of the 


Triune God as the Lutheran and 
Germ an Reformed Church of Ben­ 
dersville. The two congregations con­ 
tinued to worship on alternate Sab­ 
baths for many years, in apparent 
peace. The Lutheran congregation at 
first was served by pastors living at 
York Springs. Later it was attached 
to the Arendtsville charge and was 
served by pastors from th at point 
until about 1880. Then Bendersville, 
Wenksvllle, Benders church and a 
new congregation at Biglerville be­ 
came a separate charge. 
Charge Is Divided 
By 1912 the work had become too 
much for one pastor and It was de­ 
cided to divide the charge. Benders­ 
ville and Wenksvllle made up one 
new charge while Benders church 
and Biglerville constituted the other 
Throughout 80 years of experience 


about 900 persons joined the church. 
In 1914 a third church was added 
to the Bendersville charge when 35 
or 40 members .withdrew and organ­ 
ized the Christ Lutheran church of 
Aspers which grew rapidly. 
First Parsonage Bought 
The first parsonage was made 
available after the separation of 
Bendersville from Arendtsville. A 
house was bought, an addition added 
and the Rev. William Helsler, who 
was called as pastor, became the 
first occupant in 1880. 
In 189C, under the pastorate of 
Rev. U. A. Hankey, it was decided 
th a t the time had come for the 
erection of a new church. The cor­ 
nerstone was laid Sunday, July 5, 
1896. Dedication took place on Sun­ 
day. December 13, 1896. The building 
committee included Rev, Hankey,

$4,000. 
During the pastorate of Rev. S A. 
Diehl (1902-1909) repairs were made 
to the church. The outside wood­ 
work was repainted, the inside walls 
frescoed, a Kelsey hot air furnace 
was placed in the basement and an 
acetylene light plant installed a t a 
cost of about $700. The church was 
reopened for services on November 
8, 1908. 
Many Improvements Made 
Extensive innovations and repairs 
have taken place since Dr. Coble 
assumed pastorship of the B ethle­ 
hem Lutheran church in 1924. Only 
three years later In 1927 the church 
was remodeled at a cost of over 
$17,000. A $4 000 pipe organ was 
installed as were new heating and 
lighting systems. The building itself 
was refinished inside and out. Time 
and effort given freely and willingly 
by members of the congregation in 
1936 made possible the addition*of 
an auditorium In -the basement of 
the church sufficiently equipped to 
be used for services or social m eet­ 
ings. This project was completed at 
a cost of $3,500. 
Recently the church has been re­ 
finished, and an oil burner installed 
and the walls and ceiling insulated. 
Chimes have been added to th e o r­ 
gan 
and loudspeakers have 
been

Pastor College Grad 
Rev. Oliver D. Coble was born In 
Allegheny. Pa., on August 2. 1898. His 
parents, J. A. Coble and Susie K ist­ 
ler, were born and raised in Frank­ 
lin county, Chambersburg, R. 6. In 
1900 they moved to the country near 
Lemaster. Dr. Coble graduated from 
Lemu^ter high school in 1916 and the 
Chambersburg high school in 1917. 
Entering Gettysburg colle ge in the 
fall of 1917, he graduated in the 
spring of 1921 with a B.A. degree. He 
graduated 
from 
the 
Theological 
Seminary at Gettysburg in 1924 and 
also received the degree of A M. 
from Gettysburg college. 
In May of 1824 Dr. Coble became 
pastor of the Bendersville charge, 
and has gone forward with it ever 
since. His doctor's degree was con­ 
ferred upon him by Tem ple univer­ 
sity in June, 1933. W ith the coming 
of World War II Dr. Coble was call­ 
ed into military service where he 
served God and country for five 
years as a chaplain in the ETO 
theatre of operations. He has served 
also as a chaplain in the reserve 
army.

IS PREDICTED 


Harrisburg. June 15 Y^v—Re-elec­ 
tion of U. S. Sen. Francis J. Myers to 
another six-year term In 1950 is the 
prediction of Philip Mathews, state 
Democratic chairman. 
Mathews, at the same time, said 
the Pennsylvania Democrats “will 
go forward next year . . . to the elec­ 
tion of a Democratic Governor.'* 
“I may be charged with optimism,” 
Mathews told a cheering audience 
of Democratic leaders from central 
and eastern Pennsylvania counties, 
“but I am basing my statements on 
information garnered from state­ 
wide 
meetings 
in 
the 
last six 
months." 
He said Myers In “one short term, 
has risen to Senate whip and our 
party has hailed him as a national 
leader." 
Defends Congress 
Some 500 Democrats from 26 coun­ 
ties paid $25 a plate to attend a 
Jefferson-Jackson dinner here last 
night. 
They heard Sen. Myers defend the 
81st Congress, controlled by Demo­ 
crats from criticism and Postmaster 
Jesse M Donaldson call for the end 
of postal subsidies to the publishing 
industry.__ 
“It takes a little time to correct 
the mistakes of the 80th Congress,” 
Myers asserted. “But I say to you 
that before the 81st Congress ends, 
we will have enacted m ost-of the 
Democratic platform and most of 
the issues of the 1048 campaign and 
the Presidency goes on for two years 
after that.” 
Myers made no reference to his 
own future plans but he is expected 
to be a candidate to succeed him­ 
self On the other hand, supporters 
of Gov. James H. Duff have been 
boosting the Republican executive

city was blacked out by lightning 
hits on transmitters.

Dangerous Cobalt 
Stolen At Princeton 


Princeton, N. J., June 15 </p>-~The 
theft of 12 or 15 lead bars, one of 
them containing dangerously radio­ 
active cobalt, puzzled Princeton uni­ 
versity authorities today. 
Tile theft came on top of the dis­ 
appearance over the week-end of 
three valuable paintings, worth $11,- 
800, from Princeton’s art museum. 
They are original etchings and draw­ 
ings by Rembrandt and Degas. 
Frederick Osborne of the univer­ 
sity public relations staff reported 
Monday th at the small lead bars 
- weighing about 600 pounds all told 
- were taken from two classrooms in 
the Palmer physics laboratory. 
The lead and radioactive cobalt 
are valued at only about $150, But 
Osborne warned that the material 
is dangerous to anyone within a 
radius of five feet. The radioactive 
cobalt was attached to a brass rod 
and the rod was inserted into lead 
bar.
